DISSIDENT DEMOCRATS 
Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy (D-Minn.) will speak 
at a two-day Conference of Concerned Democrats 
in Chicago which opens on Saturday (Dec. 2). 
THE ANTI-JOHNSON MOVEMENT within the 
Democratic party is real and noisy. Moreover, 
• i t is beginning to lay down a solid base of o r­ 
ganization. 
The lead appears to have been taken 
by the Conference of Concerned Democrats, which 
holds a planning session in Chicago early in 
December. 
Delegates from more than 40 states will attend. 
One aim is to work out plans for running anti- 
Johnson slates in the 15 states fhat elect dele­ 
gates to the 1968 Democratic National Convention. 
The speaker in Chicago on Saturday evening 
will b< 
Sen. 
Eugene J. McCarthy, a liberal 
Democrat. 
He is reported ready to enter at 
least four 1968 Presidential prim aries in oppo­ 


sition to President Johnson and the President's 
conduct of the war in Viet Nam. Associates of 
McCarthy have confirmed that he plans to enter 
the prim aries in New Hampshire (March 12), 
Wisconsin (April 2), Massachusetts (April 30), 
and California (June 4). These ventures probably 
would put him in the prim aries in Oregon and 
Nebraska, where “ generally recognized” P resi­ 
dential candidates must be listed on the ballot. 
PRESIDENT JOHNSON'S popularity and power 
of late have dwindled because of the war, riots, 
and the threat of higher taxes. 
Most certainly 
the first causes the strongest opposition. 
Sen. 
McCarthy said on Nov. 11: “ My objective is still 
to modify the policy of the government (on Viet 
Nam), but this appears to be the only way to do 
it.” 
McCarthy is without any illusion that a party 
convention would fail to nominate an incumbent 
President. 
But McCarthy’s candidacy almost 
certainly would trigger a movement within the 
convention to write in a “peace” plank in the 
Democratic platform. 
Americans for Democratic Action’s national 
board on Sept. 24 rejected a proposed policy 
statement which would have called on liberal 
Democrats to oppose Johnson. But while avoid­ 
ing a “ dump-Johnson” position, ADA called on 
both parties to write peace proposals into their 
platforms. 
E. W. KENWORTHY, who accompanied McCarthy 
on his exploratory tour in early November, ob­ 
serves that the senate was campaigning not for 
a nomination “but for an idea, a single-minded 
cause, namely, that the issue of the Vietnamese 
war, and more largely the whole question of 
America’s role in the world, had to be brought 
into the open within the Democratic party.” 
The w ar inevitably is causing rifts in both major 
parties. Congressional Quarterly reports: “ Now 
the war also is threatening to split Republicans 
into warring factions as they prepare to challenge 
the President.” Senate Minority Leader Everett 
McKinley Dirksen (R—111.), who is expected to be 
the GOP platform chairman next year, has sup­ 
ported President Johnson’s position to the growing 
alarm of moderate Republicans. 
Commonweal, the liberal Catholic weekly, rec­ 
ently asserted: 
“ Not so strangely, Everett 
Dirksen has become the de facto Senate Majority 
Leader. 
Johnson has in fact despoiled his own 
party and has been responsible through his 
imperiousness for the very emergence of the 
Dissident Democrats, a massive liberal backlash 
of men whose ideals are being destroyed in a Viet 
Nam grinder.”

a dozen times since moving into 
the White House.

Sen. Eugene J. McCarthy (D-Minn.) will speak 
at a two-day Conference of Concerned Democrats 
in Chicago which opens on Saturday (Dec. 2). 
THE ANTI-JOHNSON MOVEMENT within the 
Democratic party is real and noisy. Moreover, 
• it is beginning to lay down a solid base of or­ 
ganization. 
The lead appears to have been taken 
by the Conference of Concerned Democrats, which 
holds a planning session in Chicago early in 
December. 
Delegates from more than 40 states will attend. 
One aim is to work out plans for running anti- 
Johnson slates in the 15 states ’hat elect dele­ 
gates to the 1968 Democratic National Convention. 
The speaker in Chicago on Saturday evening 
will be Sin. 
Eugene J. McCarthy, a liberal 
Democrat. 
He is reported ready to enter at 
least four 1968 Presidential primaries in oppo­ 


sition to President Johnson and the President’s 
conduct of the war in Viet Nam. Associates of 
McCarthy have confirmed that he plans to enter 
the primaries in New Hampshire (March 12), 
Wisconsin (April 2), Massachusetts (April 30), 
and California (June 4). These ventures probably 
would put him in the primaries in Oregon and 
Nebraska, where “ generally recognized” P resi­ 
dential candidates must be listed on the ballot. 
PRESIDENT JOHNSON’S popularity and power 
of late have dwindled because of the war, riots, 
and the threat of higher taxes. 
Most certainly 
the first causes the strongest opposition. 
Sen. 
McCarthy said on Nov. ll: “ My objective is still 
to modify the policy of the government (on Viet 
Nam), but this appears to be the only way to do 
it.” 
McCarthy is without any illusion that a party 
convention would fail to nominate an incumbent 
President. 
But McCarthy’s candidacy almost 
certainly would trigger a movement within the 
convention to write in a “peace” plank in the 
Democratic platform. 
Americans for Democratic Action’s national 
board on Sept. 24 rejected a proposed policy 
statement which would have called on liberal 
Democrats to oppose Johnson. But while avoid­ 
ing a “ dump-Johnson” position, ADA called on 
both parties to write peace proposals into their 
platforms. 
E. W. KENWORTHY, who accompanied McCarthy 
on his exploratory tour in early November, ob­ 
serves that the senate was campaigning not for 
a nomination “but for an idea, a single-minded 
cause, namely, that the issue of the Vietnamese 
war, and more largely the whole question of 
America’s role in the world, had to be brought 
into the open within the Democratic party.” 
The war inevitably is causing rifts in both major 
parties. Congressional Quarterly reports: “ Now' 
the war also is threatening to split Republicans 
into warring factions as they prepare to challenge 
the President.” Senate Minority Leader Everett 
McKinley Dirksen (R-Ill.), who is expected to be 
the GOP platform chairman next year, has sup­ 
ported President Johnson’s position to the growing 
alarm of moderate Republicans. 
Commonweal, the liberal Catholic weekly, rec­ 
ently asserted: 
“ Not so strangely, Everett

— Prospects 
for 
selling more cotton products and 
building greater markets appear 
strong in the years ahead, Clif­ 
ton 
Kirkpatrick, 
director 
of 
field 
service, National 
Cotton 
Council, said here today. 
And with increased sales will 
come 
more acres and greater 
profits 
for cotton farm ers, he 
emphasized at the annual meet­ 
ing of the Agricultural 
Council 
of Arkansas. 


He pointed out that the market 
for 
cotton is expanding at the 
rate of a million bales a year 
in this country and slightly more 
than that abroad. 
Working 
heavily

favor in bidding for this market, 
he noted, is the greatly expanded 
research 
and 
promotion push 
spearheaded by the Cotton Pro­

Institute 
through the 
National Cotton Council. 
In this 
program, $8 
million 
is budgeted 
for research 
and 
promotion 
in 1968 -. virtually 
double 
the 
cotton industry's 
direct 
investment 
heretofore. 
Some 
$850,000 
is allocated 
for 
improving 
the 
quality of 
cotton products, with particular 
attention to durable 
press and 
easy care characteristics. An- 
other 
$400,000 is budgeted to 
develop new products and $750,- 
000 for research aimed at re­ 
ducing 
costs of controlling in­ 
sects, diseases, and 
weeds.

$5.3 million for promo­ 
tion calls 
for $2,850,000 
for 
advertising in 
national maga­ 
zines, $1,261,000 for cost shar­

PORTAGEVILLE - The clear- 
span method of constructing farm 
buildings is a space saver and 
time saver, reports E. B. Nace, 
area farm Management agent at 
the Delta Center. This construc­ 
tion method is beginning to lie 
widely used for all kinds of farm 
buildings. 


The term clear-span indicates 
that there are no posts inside the 
building, they are all in the walls. 
This leaves the entire space 
within the building free and open. 
Entrances can be made on the 
sides or ends. Either pole con­ 
struction 
of 
foundation 
and 
studded walls can be used. 
The clear-span design is all in 
the 
roof construction. Rafter 
trusses are used and need sup­ 
port only at the ends which eli- 
mates the need for any support­ 
ing posts inside the building. This 
saves several square feet of 
space and allows more freedom 
of inside design and maneuver­ 
ability of equipment. 
Clear - span buildings have a 
wide range of use. They make ex­ 
cellent 
machine 
sheds, 
farm 
shops, 
warehouses, 
beef 
and 
dairy cattle loafing barns, hay 
storage buildings, hog barns and 
poultry’ houses. 
The buildings can be built from 
20 feet to 40 feet wide and in 
any length. Trusses are placed 
on forty-eight inch centers when 


2 x 6 rafters are used. Two-by- 
four nailing girts are used for 
nailing the sheet metal roof and 
siding. 
Trusses are built in a jig on 
the ground and hoisted into place 
after walls are put up. Trusses 
can be assembled with split- 
ring connectors, nailed and glued 
joints or nailed plywood gussets. 
All three methods work well, but 
glueing is difficult during cold 
months unless it can be done in­ 
side a warm building. 
For 
high 
clearance machine 
sh^is, the clear-span building 
can lie altered in two ways to 
accommodate such high machines 
as cotton pickers and combines. 
In one method the high clearance 
end is set at right angles to the 
main shed and built a few feet 
higher. This makes a nice look­ 
ing shed. A second way to make 
a high clearance end is to use 
two posts inside the building about 
twenty feet from one end and 
substitute rafters for trusses for 
this distance. On a forty-foot 
wide shed this is ample room for 
one cotton picker and one com­ 
bine. In this construction method 
the roofline is the same for the 
full length of the building. 
Plans 
are 
available at Uni­ 
versity 
Extension 
Centers in 
Missouri for clear-span build­ 
ings for most farm needs. If 
you are planning to build, re­ 
view these plans first.
